Claims 1-6 are allowed since the prior art of record does not teach or suggest in 

combination: an optical communication module comprising: a substrate; a light emitting 
element and a light receiving element mounted on the substrate; and a sealing resin 
member that is transparent to light emitted from the light emitting element and covers 
both the light emitting element and the light receiving element; the sealing resin member 
being formed with a lens facing the light emitting element; the sealing resin member 
being further formed with an inclined surface that is adjacent to the lens and inclined 
with respect to both a first direction in which the light emitting element and the light 
receiving element are arranged side by side and a second direction extending from the 
light emitting element to the lens; the light receiving element being arranged to receive 
light refracted in passing through the inclined surface.
